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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The prior art fails to teach or suggest a projection 
system having a reflective light valve and a laser source having 
a wavelength limited to 635 nm or longer. The prior art of 
record further fails to specify a system including a laser light 
source and liquid crystal modulator wherein sharpness of image 
is maintained on a projection surface comprised of portions with 
distinctly different distances.
